Washington, D. C., May 0.~[Special.)— 
Count Cassini, Russian ambassador to the 
United States, has been recalled by his gov- 
ernment, and after an audience in St. Peters- 
burg he will be sent to Madrid. His stay 
in Spain will not be permanent, but ‘will 
be followed by a transfer to another Euro- 
‘pean post, probably in Paris. 

Thus has culminated definitely the career 
of Count Cassini as representative of his 
government in Washington. It will be news 
to the president and offidials of the adminis- 
tration and will be received with keen re- 
gret. Some months ago Secretary Hay ad- 
dressed a personal letter to the ambassador, 
expressing his pleasure at stay 
in the United States. : 

Following Mr. Hay’s 0 tor 
the ambassador was more frequently a 
itor at the White hause than is generally 
known and from an official acquaintance de- 
veloped a warm friendship between him and 
the president, which arose from the edmira- 
tion which the two men feel for each other. 
In the peace negotiations which will mark 
the end of the Russo-Japanese war the close 
personal relations between Count Cassini, 
Secretary Hay, and President Roosevelt 
would have had an influence of & value 
which cannot be estimated.

Took Washington Post in 1898. 

Count Cassini arrived in Washington in 
May, 1898, a few weeks after the commence- 
ment of the war between the United States 
and Spain. He found a general misunder- 
standing of Russia’s attitude, the result of 
certain mistakes made by his predecessor 
in connection with the pourparlers between 
European powers regpecting intervention in 
behalf of Spain. He at once pointed out to 
his government the necessity of preserving 
an absolutely impartial bearing, and in spite 
of the pressure which was applied at St. Po- 


tersburg the Russian government ¢onsist- 
ently followed the advies of its erican 
representative. 

Before coming to Washireton Count Cas- 


sini was minister of Russia at Peking. When 
he arrived at the Chinese capitrl he did the 
unprecedented thing of refusing to present his 
eredentials other than to the cmperor of 
China himself. Members of the Tsungli 
Yamen, then the Chinese foreign office, en- 
deavored to induce him to abandon this po- 
sition, but he would not listen to their rep- 
resentations, and finally Was granted re- 
luctantly an audience nich hes been re- 
fused contemptuously to every other diplo- 
mat, The effect his attitude nad * the 
Chinese is apparent. | 

When the war pith Japan was in 1 
Count Cassint's advice was esrnestly and 
persistently sought by Li Hung Chang and 
other Chinese officials, and when J de- 
manded and received the cession of the re- 
gent’s sword, the lower half of the Man- 
churian peninsula, it was the Russian min- 
Aster who paved the way for a combination 
‘of Russia, Germany, and France whereby 
Japan was forced to withdraw the demand 
and content herself with a money indemnity. 
It. was Count Cassini again who afranged 
for the acquisition by Russia of Port Arthur 
and Talien wan, the former being trans- 
formed into a fortress and the latter into 
the commercial port of Dalny, and arranged 
their connection with the trans-Siberian rail- 
road by means of a branch line constructed 
nominally by the Russo-Chinese but 
really by the Russian government.

His Brings Spirited 
Answer from Stuyvesant Fish. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.~{Bpecial.)}~— 
There was a sensational clash tonight at the 
banquet given to the members of the inter- 
national railway congress at the New Wil- 
lard hotel. 

It took place between Secretary of War 
Taft and Stuyvesant Fish, president of the 
Tilinois Central railway; and was over the 
railway rate question. 

“Jars” the Railroad Men. 

Secretary Taft had just been introduced 

by Mr. Fish, the toastmaster, and the first 
words almost of the secretary were a flat 
footed statement that railway rate regula- 
tion must come; that if the railway men of 
the country were wise they would aid and 
not hinder it; that the sentiment of the coun- 
try Is such that failure of proper regulation 
meant a campaign on the subject that would 
do no good to the railroads. 
Absolute silence reigned as Secretary Taft 
spoke his mind. He was positively against 
government ownership, he said, believing 
that nothing so deleterious could come to the 
country as this solution of the question. 

But,.“ he continued, vou cannot run 
railroads as you run private business. You 
must respond to the public demand. If there 
is danger of discrimination then you must 
allow the establishment of some tribunal that 
will remedy that discrimination.” 

The secretary saw no reason why a tribunal 
properly constituted should not be competent 
in every sense of the word to fix a maximum 


rate. 
Fish in Spirited Reply. 

Mr. Fish was on his feet the instant the 
secretary concluded. He answered the sec- 
retary at length, taking the view that the 
law to prevent discrimination, double deal- 


vigorously called for the enforcement of 
that law. Mr. Fish talked of the vested 
rights of the money tied up in railways. He 
apologized for ‘allowing himself to be di- 
verted, and, as he sat down, Secretary Taft. 
who sat next him, queried in a low tone: 

„May I have fifteen minutes to reply?” 

This time was given. and the secretary 
utilized it in making himself even more posi- 
tive as to his position in favor of legislation 
which would create a tribunal with authority 
to name 4 maximum rate. 

“The law now is. continued the secre- 
tary, as decided by the Supreme court of 
the United States, that first a commission 
and then the courts may decide whether a 
particular rate is reasonable or unreason- 
able. Now in fixing that, in the mental 
process of determining whether a rate is 
reasonable or unreasonable, one has got to 
fix what is a maximum rate. 


Just What Is Proposed.

NEGROES PROTEST AGAINST 
RACE PREJUDICE IN STRIKE. 


Stirring Speeches Made at Massmeeting 
Attended by More than One Thousand 


More than 1,000 negroes assembled at the 
Bethel African Methodist church, Thirtieth 
and Dearborn streets, last night and adopted 
resolutions read by Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett 
protecting against the action of the Depart- 
ment Store Drivers’ union, which, the reso- 
lution asserted, circulated a slanderous "’ 
letter against negro drivers, declaring them 
to be “ loafers,” not willing to work. 

This charge was denounced as a willful and 
malicious falsehood urged against men who 
proved their value by risking their lives to 
obtain work. The resolutions also called 
upon the mayor to “ save hard working citi- 
zens m that kind of protection which lets 
the rioter go free and sends the victim to 
the jails and hospitals.” 

The speakers were the Rev. A. J. Carey, 
pastor of the church; ex-County Commis- 
sioner Edward H. Wright, Dr. George C. 
Hall, Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett, and George 2 
Kersey. 

We deplore the fact that in this contro- 
versy between labor and capital race preju- | 
dice should have a part when there is no race 
issue in the strike that now holds our city 
In its grasp,” said Mr. Carey. 

As long as the negro remains a law abid- 
ing citizen he should have the right to labor 
and be protected at his labor,” said Mr. 
Wright. This is a public right and should 
not be influenced one way or the other be- 
cause of the color of a man’s skin.“ 

Dr. George C. Hall said:. We must be 
allowed to go upon the streets peacefully 
and not be subjected to the infamous treat- 
ment which we have received at the hands 
of both these agents. We are not going to 
ask the people to stop this; we are going to 
stop it ourselves.“

BOMBAY, May 9.—An earthquake caused 
a landslide on the mountain behind Bander- 
abbas April 24, which killed fifty persons.

Czar Pays Him Tribute. 
Count Cassini is 68 years of age and recent- 


ly celebrated his fiftieth anniversary as an 
official of the Russian government. On that

To His Excellency, Count Arthur Cassini, Master 
Imperial Court, Ambassador Extraordinary and 


‘Plenipotentiary, Count Arthur Paviovich: Having 


entered the service of the ministry of finance in 
1854, and having been transferred in 1856 to the 
ministry of foreign affairs, you haveoccupied con- 
secutively various posts, always distinguishing 
yourself by eminent talents and exemplary zea). 

While occupying the posttion of resident minister 
in Oldenburg and Hamburg, you were appointd, in 
1891, to the responsible post of minister at Pekin, 
where, with tact and a true understanding of 
Russia's Interests. so characteristic of 
you aided, coping against difficult political cir- 
cumstances, in the solution of important problems. 

Fully appreciating your servicés, I have found 
it necessary to appoint you, in 1988, to Washing- 
ton in the capacity of minister, promoting you 
subsequently to the position of ambassador ex- 
traordinary and plenipotentiary to the United 
States of America. During your seven years’ stay 
at this post you have, according to my desire, 
strained all efforts to maintain friendly relations 
between Russia and the United States. 

At present, in recognition of your zealous and 
faithful service of half a century on behalf of the 
throne and the fatherland, and in demonstration 
of my gratitude, I find it equitable to confer on you 
the order of St. Alexander Nevsky, ornamented 
with diamonds, which Is herewith forwarded to 
you, and which I command you to put on and wear 
according to the statutes. . | 


Relations Near Breaking Point, 
Few people in the United States understand 
‘how delicate were the relations between this 
country and Russia when Secretary Hay, by 
means of inquiry, succeeded in presenting to 
the Russian government a petition prepared 
by American citizens with relation to the 
massacre of Jews at Kisheneff. The state 
department made an announcement, believed 
to have been inspired by the president, that 
the petition had been laid before the Russian 
authorities. Only a few hours before this 
announcement was made Count Cassini of- 
ficially had notified the secretary of state 
that the document would not be received. 
The Russian government could have cre- 
ated a serious situation by taking umbrage 
at the action of the United States, but Count 
Cassini held his own superiors in check while 


making strong representations here. At the 


time of this occurrence Count Cassini had in 
his desk the petition addressed to the czar 
by southern negroes praying Russia to use its 
good offices in behalf of the negro race tn 
America. That petition was not even for 
warded by the ambassador to St. Petersburg.

PLAY THE BEST WAY TO LEARN. 


Dean MacClintock of Chicago Univers- 
ity Says It Is Surest Means of 


Developing Students. | 


Play as & means of developing 
the ren physical, and dramatic instincts 
of young people was advocated by Dean W. 
D. MacClintock of the department of Hng- 
lish in the University of Chicago yesterday. 

“If I were planning the curriculum of a 
college,“ said Dean MacClintock, I should 
not make the feature of work conspicuous. 
Instead I would emphasize play, nature's 
dest method of education. Play is natural, 
and to be natural is to be precious. f 
There were three classes of play, said Dean 
‘MacClintock—physical, mental, and dra- 
matic—all of which are in different ways 
beneficial to the boy or girl who indulges in 
them. The physical kind of play teaches us 
to be leaders, the mental kind of play de- 
velops the qualities of sharpness and clever- 
ness, and the dramatic kind of play aids us 
to underst the minds of others. The last 
named, he laid, was especially important. 

Most of us need to learn to act,“ declared 
the speaker. One of the greatest things 
we can do is to pretend to be some one else. 
If we can tmagine ourselves to be Hamlet 
we shall gain a much better understanding 
of that character than we otherwise could.” 

The only drawback to athletic sports in 
America, declared the professor, was that 
they develop the tendency to gamble.

I; is curious ‘dow earefully the secrecy 


as to the real ‘motives which led the 

French foreign minister, Delcasse, to 

tender his resignation have been pre- 

served to this moment. The true reason 
for this step on his part was that the kaiser 
had proposed that the dispute between Ger- 
many and Morocco should be referred for 
arbitration to President Roosevelt, and that 
the French cabinet was inclined to comply 
with this demand of the emperor rather than 
risk any serious conflict with Germany about 
the matter. | 

Deleasse would not hear of any such thing 
ae arbitration, declaring that there. was 
nothing to arbitrate, and that it would be 
an ignominious abandonment by France of 
all the advantages which she bad obtained 
by her treaty with England, as well as 4 
cowardly surrender to Germany. This view 
was strongly supported by the English gov- 
ernment, and especially by Lord Lansdowne, 
who, of course, was anxious that nothing 
should interfere with the execution of the 
treaty which he had negotiated with France; 
and as. President Loubet backed up Del- 
casse, the Rouvier administration, encour- 
aged by the most influential of the French 
newspapers, determined to stand by the min- 
ister of foreign affaire and to identify itself 
with his policy. 

To what extent President Roosevelt was 
approached in the matter by the German 
ambassador at Washington it is difficult to 
say, as, of course, the latter is too discreet 
a diplomat to permit messages which he is 
intrusted by his sovereign to communicate 
to the president to become known by any 
one save the personage for whom they are 
destined.

acter. A considerable number of the mem- 
bers of the Imperial academy have affixed 
their signatures to a manifesto, bearing the 
names of about 500 of the leading princes 
of science in Russia, demanding legislative 
government as indispensable to academic 
freedom and to scientific development. 

The grand duke, in his letter, points out 
that the successes achieved by Russia in the 
various branches of scienre—successes of in- 
ternational and world wide importance— 
furnish the most conclusive proof that the 
imperial government never has placed any 
obstacle in the way of science, but, on the 
contrary, always has sought to promote its 
development; and then the grand duke goes 
on to show that the state only has interfered 
with scientists when, abandoning their re- 
searches, they allowed themselves to be- 
come involved in political propaganda. As 
long as they kept to science they had en- 
joyed, and would continue to enjoy, the fa- 
vor of the government and assistance on the 
part of the state to an extent accorded by 
no other government in the civilized world. 
But, naturally, they could not expect the 
administration to remain passive and to con- 
tinue its manifestations of sympathy and 
good will if they made public cause with its 
most bitter foes in these as Fpyaoaioy stress 
and crisis.

The formerty ly Prince 
Leopold of Great Britain and duke of A- 
bany, has created not merely a sensation 
but almost a civil war between the duchies 
of Coburg and Gotha by announcing the fact 
that when he comes of age, a few weeks 
hence, and takes over the reins of govern- 
ment from his cousin, Prince Ernest of Ho- 
henlohe, who has been acting as regent, he 
will establish his residence at Gotha instead 
of at Coburg and will transfer to Gotha not 
only his court but Hkewise all the various 
government departments and—worst of all 
the court theater and court opera, both of 
which are mainly dependent upon the sub- 
vention which they recelve from the privy 
purse of the duke. 

All sorts of reasons sa 0 the true one have 
been put forward in the newspapers 
for this radical change, the true cause being 
that the duke does not wish to be brought 
into any more contact than is absolutely nec- 
essary with his aunt, the widowed duchess 
of Coburg, formerly Grand Duchess Marte 
of Russia. The latter lives at Coburg with 
her unmarried daughter, Princess Beatrice, 
and her other daughter, the divorced grand 
duchess of Hesse, and the young duke of 
is apparently neither able to 
orgive nor forget the treatment which he 
recetved when, as an Eton schoolboy, he 
came to Coburg to attend the funeral of his 
uncle, the late Duke Alfred. It may be re- 
membered that the duchess’ only son had 
died a short time previously in a sanitarium,. 
it was said by his own hand, after being in- 
volved in all sorts of seandals at Berlin. 
Owing to these, and to the manner of his 
death, the members of the reigning house of 
England were reserved in their manifesta- 
tions of sympathy, and the late Queen Vic- 


j torfa in particular made less profession of 


sorrow at the tragic demise of this grandson 
of hers than she was wont to manifest at the 
death of many of her domestics, carefully 
avoiding in the Court, News.“ which she 
always edited, the expression of any sense of 
grief such as she displayed at the time of 
the death of her other “oh eae the duke se 
Clarence. 
— 

The Duchess Marte or Coburg 3 re- 
sented this, and when her nephew, the bare- 
ly 16 year old duke of Albany, came to Co- 
burg to assume the throne which had be- 
longed to her husband and which should 
have been inherited by her only son, she be- 
haved as if she regarded the presence of the 
lad at Coburg as a personal insult. He was 
obliged by etiquette to be at the railroad 

station when her married daughters arrived 
for the funeral of the late duke, but on alight- 
ing from the train they hot merely failed to 
respond to his salutation but absolutely ig- 
nored him. and when his own mother, the 
widowed duchess of Albany, arrived later 
on for the obsequies with her daughter, 
Princess Alice of Great Britain. not a single 
one of the royal princesses of the Coburg 
family was at the station to receive her, and 
they did not even take the trouble to send 
their ladies in waiting to welcome her in their 
name, this being an almost unparalleled 
slight and affront in = eyes of royal eti- 
quette. 

In fact, the young duke was made to feel 
so awkward and so much of an intruder by 
the widowed duchess of Coburg, her daugh- 
ters, and her sonsin-law that the kaiser 
and King Edward, then prince of Wales. 
were both compelled to personally intervene 
on behalf of the boy to prevent a public scan- 
dai, and at the funeral service they placed 
in the most marked manner the lad between 
them, while at that point of the ceremony 
where divine blessing was invoked upon him 
as the new ruler of the @uchies they each 
placed their hands so affectionately and pa- 
ternally upon his shoulder that the lad. who 
had never known a father’s love, being a 
‘posthumous child, burst into an uncontrolla- 
ble fit of weeping. 

The duke has never forgotten or forgiven 
this and many other analogous affronts and 
gross discourtesies to which he and his

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Cincinnati Approves. 

The concerts given last week in Cincinnati 
by the Thomas orchestra were watched with 
more than average interest by the trustees 
of the orchestral association. Cincinnati is 
about as familiar with the work of Mr. 
Thomas as is Chicago, his former residence 
there and his position for over thirty years 
at the head of the biennial May festivals 
having caused him to be regarded as the 
most important factor in the city’s musical 
life, His death came as almost as severe a 
blow to the concertgoers of Cincinnati as it 
did to those of Chicago, and it therefore 
was with more than mere interest that the 
reports concerning the impression made by 


the orchestra when directed by Mr. Stock |, 


were awaited.: 

Would the new leader be pronounced 
worthy or would the choice of the trustees 
‘be disapproved? Two concerts were given 
there last week—matinée and evening—and ‘ 
program being of the severest kind, and the 
full orchestra of eighty men being employed. 
The criticisms are all favorable. In the 
course of a carefully written notice the 
Times-Star reviewer says: 

“The applause which greeted Mr. Stock 
when first he made his bow was for Theodore 
Thomas’ man and his successor. At the con- 
clusion. of the Brahms E minor symphony the 
applause was for Stock, and it was accom- 
panied by the conviction that Thomas’ suc- 
cessor was worthy to fill his place. 

During thé two concerts Mr. Stock direet- 
ed various brilliant orchestral numbers, 
classic and modern, but he did nothing bet- 
ter than the Brahms symphony, and that so 
superbly that the exposition thereof may be 
accepted as a measure of the new leader's 
ability. In appearance Mr. Stock is slim and 
youthful, over middle height, with small face 
and fair hair. His manner expresses modest 
dignity; his conducting is absolutely devoid 
of manherisms or exaggeration. The beat is 
sure, firm, and convincing. 

„Stock is evidently a pupil, though not an 
imitator, of Theodore Thomas, for while the 
tone and technic of the band, the little ways 
of playing soft, quick passages, with neat 
turns, the smart finish of chord formation, 
and a half dozen other things bear the well 
known impress of long years’ training under 
Thomas, the reading of the symphony was 
distinctly |

different numbers offered the critic says: 

The Brahms symphony exhibited first of 
all a masterful grasp of the composition 
in its entirety, which caused the structural 
themes to stand forth in the light of day 
and the subsidiary themes to form a charac- 
teristic, richly woven background. This an- 
nounced Mr. Stock’s appreciation of musical 
form and ranked him with classic exponents. 
The lucidity with which the inner meanings 
were developed and the judiciously appro- 
priate tempos of allegro and andante indicat- 
ed the modern understanding with which 
Stock proposes to read the classics. 5 
Glazounow suite brilliancy, contrast, and 
style were in evidence. 

At the evening concert the Tschaikowsky 
fantasia, ‘Romeo and Juliet,’ which fairly 
exhausts all agreeable orchestral possibili- 
ties, affords a vehicle for displaying tem- 

ntal gifts, which are nevertheless 
chastened by a consciousness of the restric- 
tions of art. The Meistersinger music the 
Thomas orchestra plays con amore, but the 
youthful vigor of the new conductor marked 
its every measure. Mr. Stock is, as some 
one aptly remarked, a lucky man; he is also 
an admirable orchestra leader. He is not a 
coming man—he has

Washington, D. C., May 9:—[Special.}—A

for the érection of a new city hall and 
county building. After two hours of dis- 
cussion the following plans were proposed: 
The city to move to another site for a consider- 
ation of $1,000,000 from the county, leaving the 


The county to build on the block a. building to 
accommodate both the county and city, the city to 
pay for its half on the installment plan. 

The eity to vacate its part, take up the leases of 
temporary quarters of the county, and let the 
county oceupy the city building while the east side 
of the new buliding ie being erected. The west 
half would be constructed later, occupying the en- 
tire block with a county building, the city to build 
a city hall on a new site. 

West Park Commissioner James J. Stepina 
attended the meeting and urged the selection 
of Union park as a site for a new city hall. 

The majority of the city and county officials 
favored the proposition that the county give 
the city $1,000,000 to relinquish its right to 
the present site and use the entire block for 
a new county building. This, it was pointed 
out, would give the city $500,000 to obtain a 
quitelaim deed from the heirs of 8. 8. Hayes 
so that a new city hall could be built in 
Union park, and the other $500,000 could be 
used by the ¢ity for rental of temporary 
quarters until the city could afford to build 
a new city hall. 

Although the ground on which thecity hal 
stands belongs to the county, the city has a 
perpetual lease to the site, and*would not re- 
linquish this right without a consideration. 
President Brundage of the county board sa!d 
it was his belief the county would give the 
city $1,000,000 if it would vacate at once. He 
said something must be done before May 22, 
as the architectural content list will close on 
that date. 

Mayor Dunne reiterated his belief, ex- 

sed some time ago as a private citizen, 
that the city ought to select a new site and 
relinquish its half to the county for its erec- 
tion of acounty bullding on the entire site.
